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The laurels belong to those who win them and while so many alert 
members of the Cape Provincial Library Service are on tour or on 
study leave in Europe at this time we turn to an old stager, the li- 
brary bus. This character catches the lime-light from time to time 
and little bits about him appear in the news, or if he misbehaves, 
are hurriedly quashed. Our photographer when called on to do the 
photograph opposite declared in haste to a friend she was parting 
with; "I’m off to do a picture of a bus". "A bus" echoed her aston- 
ished guest; "What next?" Her friend had 
heard how wonderful her studies of humans 
EDITORIAL were; and I think, you readers, will agree 
that her character study here under the arch- 
es of the Provincial Administration Building is as succesful as any. 
There are eighteen buses at the moment in the Library Service, and 
six more in the process of being built. Constant care is taken to 
improve gadgets such as ventilation and lighting with each new design. 
The older buses are thirty-two foot long. Quite a considerable 
length when one has to negotiate traffic or a mountain pass. They 
are eleven foot two inches high and can get through all road tunnels 
easily which is more than can be said for a tramways bus in the city. 
These comparative monsters negotiate our country roads in all wea- 
thers - fair or fine at an average speed of not more than 45 miles 
per hour. Each bus is fitted with a tachograph which shows the dis- 
tance the driver has travelled, the time he has taken to get over 
that distance and his speed at any point on the journey. One of our 
more seasoned drivers who has recently been called on to deliver a 
new bus to its region of work tells me; "they are no trouble to drive 
at all" - This man has driven buses in large cities for many years - 
but imagine taking the bookvan for a journey of nine-hundred miles at 
thirty miles an hour! 
Imagine the heat or the cold; the regional joy at new supplies and 
eventually the precious load put down for the public served by this 
van.

n Verdere probleem wat geweldige praktiese implikasies het, is of 
dit moontlik is om die leesmotivering van mense te verander en watter 
metodes daarvoor gebruik kan word. Hier is eksperimentele werk nodig 
wat net deur bibliotekarisse in die praktyk uitgevoer kan word. 

n Teoretiese vraagstuk wat vrugbaar behandel kan word, is of daara 
verband bestaan tussen temperament, karakter, en liggaamsbou aan die 
een kant en leesmotief aan die ander kant. As hierdie vraag positief 
beantwoord kan word, sal dit die bibliotekaris n middel in die Land 
gee om n persoon as leser, betreklik gou te plaas. Die moontlikheid 
bestaan dat die sogenaamde endomorfe mens met sy viskerotoniese tem- 
perament waarin die sug na geselligheid dikwels sterk geaksentueer 
is, beweeg sal word deur die sosiale motief. Deur hierdie motief te 
erken, kan die bibliotekaris hom moontlik opvoed om die motief van 
lewensverryking (wat by sy neiging tot fynproewery aansluit) te aan- 
vasr. Dit sal egter lank wees voordat ons so n samehang met weten- 
skaplike nougesetheid sal kan konstateer. 
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KIMBERLEY PUBLIC’ LIBRARY 


Miss 0. McIntyre 
A BRIEF ACCOUNT 


The Kimberley Public Library was founded in 1882, and for many 
years functioned in two rooms which were part of the Town Hall build- 
ings. But it was preceded by several "commercial libraries" run in 
connection with shops, notably "Mr. Goch’s Circulating Library" which 
was started in 1877 and was well patronized by the diggers. 

In 1886 the present site in Dutoitspan Road was acquired, and a 
building fund established. 

In 1887 an additional stand was bought and the building fund had 
reached £6,000 (which was quite a lot of money in those days), and 
the front part of the present building was erected. 

The Kimberley Public Library has been very fortunate in its chair- 
men, and Sir Perceval Laurence, judge of the Supreme Court of Griqua- 
land West (the first Chairman) was a man of outstanding erudition, he 
helped to lay the foundations of the fine bookstock for which the 
Kimberley Library has been famous. 

That the Library was a very popular institution is proved by the 
number of gifts and donations which were made through the years. A 
glance through the old Minute books shows many famous names, Sidney 
Mendelsohn, Barney Barnato, Sir Percéval Laurence, Sir David Harris, 
Sir Julius Wernher, and many others, an having given donations vary- 
ing from £100 to £500. An interesting entry is £1,000 from the Bri- 
tish Parliament "for the purchase of Reference books". 

The Mining Companies of the day were also generous in their gifts, 
and De Beers Company has been the Library’s best friend, with cash 
donations for large amounts as well as the annual grant which was 
given each year. 

As long ago as 1884 on the suggestion of the Chairman, Sir Perceval 
Laurence, books were lent to Barkley West, and in 1885, collections 
of books were lent to the Beaconsfield Library 200 at a time to be 
exchanged as required. Books were also lent to the De Beers Reading 
Rooms, and to the Police Club. (Surely some of the earliest branch 
library work to be done in South Africa?). 

Assistance and advice was given to other small country towns in 
this area, the Kimberley Public Library Chairman helping them to 
start libraries of their own and selecting the books for then. 
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A branch library was inaugurated in Kenilworth village in 1930, 
which is still in operation, as a branch of the present free library. 
Also in the early '30s a scheme was started whereby books were lent 
to some of the country towns, to be exchanged quarterly. This was 
continued with varying success until the Provincial Libraries of the 
Transvaal, Orange Free State and Cape began to provide library ser- 
vices to the rural areas. 

In 1900, Kimberley appointed the first trained librarian to come to 
South Africa, there were, of course, at that time no facilities for 
library training in this country. 

Bertram L. Dyer was an excellent librarian and took a keen interest 
in the development of libraries in South Africa. He was the author 
of two books "Public Library Systems of Great Britain, America, and 
South Africa", published at Kimberley, 1903, and "Libraries for the 
scantily populated districts", published by the S.A. Association for 
the Advancement of Science in Cape Town, 1907. 


JOHN ROSS AND THE AFRICANA COLLECTION 


John Ross succeeded Dyer as librarian in 1908. He set about re- 
Classifying the books (single-handed) according to Dewey, making a 
new card catalogue at the same time. (In 1891 the Library had issued 
a printed catalogue compiled by Sir Percival Lawrence). This hercu- 
lean task was never quite finished as the 1914-18 war began a series 
of financial crises for Kimberley (and of course the Library), when 
depressions in the Diamond Industry caused a virtual closing down of 
the mines, and consequent financial difficulties for all Kimberley’s 
institutions. 

However, the main bookstock was reclassified and catalogued by 1930, 
When the books were all re-arranged on the Decimal system. Mr. Ross 
also compiled a bibliography of the "Rare and valuable Africana in 
the Kimberley Public Library". This list gives most detailed bib- 
liographical descriptions of the books and includes current prices 
(1940), very interesting for comparison with present prices. 

Many important items were added to the (already considerable) col- 
lection of Africana during Mr. Ross’ term of office. 

I well remember one day, the overseas mail had just arrived and he 
was looking at a catalogue from Marthinus Nijhoff of the Hague. 
Springing up from his chair Mr. Ross sais "I am going to send off a 
cable" (this was before the days of air-mail). The item which he 
ordered - and got - was "Almanak voor de Kaap de Goede Hoop" 1804 
The only known copy in existence. 

A number of the products of the early printing presses, at the Cape, 
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Grahamstown, and especially Kuruman, are in the "Social Africana 
Collection". All the famous travels such as, to mention only a few, 
Kolbe, Ogilby, Burchell, Daniel, Harris, Barrow, etc. and the Natural 
histories, e.g. Le Vaillant’s Birds, Smith’s Zoology, Marloth’s 
Plants, Antelopes, and many others, are to be found on the shelves of 
the fire-proof strong-room which was built for the Library by De 
Beers Company, and which housed approximately 2,500 of the most 
valuable of the Africana Collection. 


KIMBERLEYANA 


Every effort has been made through the years to collect and pre- 
serve records of the early days of the Diamond Fields. Fortunately, 
the Library possesses an almost complete run of the newspapers from 
1870, when the "Diamond News and Vaal Advertiser" was printed at the 
Vaal River Diamond Diggings (before the discovery of the mines at 
Kimberley). 

Besides books and manuscripts, there are photographs and paintings, 
as well as articles of special interest such as the printing press 
used by Robert Moffat at Kuruman, from approximately 1830 onwards, 
and Rhodes’s map of Africa on which he had traced his proposed route

of the history of Kimberley 
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to the North, later to be followed by the pioneer column, and the 
original plan of the claims in the Kimberley Mine dated 1876, etc. 

When one considers that from the discovery of diamonds for quite 
a number of years, the shifting population of the Diamond Fields 
lived in tents, or wood and canvas (or later, wood and iron houses) 
it is surprising that any records of those early days remain at all. 


SPECIAL COLLECTION 


The Special Reference Collection includes many rare and interesting 
books. Incunabula such as that best-seller of the middle ages "The 
Nuremberg Chronicle" printed by Anton Koberger in 1493, complete with 
the "wicked illustration showing Pope Joan", which was later banned 
by the Inquisition and cut out of many of the copies, St. Thomas 
Aquinces de Veritate, printed 1475 and Albertus Magrus, 1476. In 
this volume the capitals are hand-coloured. A particularly interest- 
ing 16th century volume is De Re Metallica, by Georgii Agricolae, 
1561, the first printed book on mining. It has fascinating woodcuts 
illustrating mining and engineering operations of the period. 

This collection also includes important publications such as those 
of the Hakluyt Society and the British Museum. The library was for 
many years on the free mailing list of the British Museum, and is 
fortunate in possessing the great British Museum Catalogue of printed 
books in 79 volumes. There are coloured facsimiles reproductions of 
the gorgeous illuminated manuscripts in the British Museum and many 
rare books on costume, Heraldry, Art and Architecture. William Dug- 
dale’s Monasticum Anglicanum, with beautiful illustrations of the an- 
cient Abbeys and Monasteries. The complete survey of Egypt, ordered 
to be made by Napoleon after his Egyptian Campaign. This work is in 
24 vols with 12 enormous elephant folio volumes of plates. I could 
write for many pages describing these fascinating books. 


MEETING PLACE AND CLUB 


The Library has always been the centre of all cultural activities 
in the town, from the earliest days. The Minute Books of the "Athae- 
neum Club" show that a reading circle, literary and debating Society, 
Art and Music sections, all held their meetings in the Library, from 
as long ago as the 1890’ s. 

At the present time it is the headquarters of the Kimberley Play- 
Reading Society (which has been in existence for 13 years), the Kim- 
berley Arts and Crafts Club, and the Kimberley Music Society, all of 
which hold their committee meetings here. 
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THE PRESENT DAY 


The Library has been fortunate in its governing body. Capable busi- 
ness men predominated on the Board and were content to leave book 
selection and library management to the Librarian. 

In 1956 it was realized that it would be to the advantage of the 
Library and the people of Kimberley to join the Cape Provincial Libra- 
ry Service, and it was decided to invite the Director of Library Ser- 
vices to visit Kimberley, and to make a survey of Kimberley’ s require- 
ments in regard to the establishment of a free library service. 

After the survey had been received the negotiations between the 
Library Committee and the City Council went through remarkably smooth- 
ly, and credit must be given to the Chairman, Honorary Treasurer, and 
legal advisor of the Library Committee, and also in a large measure 
to Mr. Graham Eden, M.P.C., the Council’s representative on the Libra- 
ry Committee. 

On the lst January, 1961, the Kimberley and Beaconsfield Libraries 
were formally taken over by the Kimberley City Council, and opened 
as free libraries on the 9th January. 

Prior to this, extensive alterations and renovations were made to 
both buildings, during which the Libraries continued to function un- 
til the end of the year 1960, when they were closed for only five 
working days before being re-opened as free libraries. 

The entire book-stock of both libraries has been reorganized and up 
to the end of August, 27, 132 books had been received fromthe Provin- 
cial Library Service. 

The task of providing a complete classified catalogue of the hold- 
ings of the Libraries is almost complete. It was felt that a library 
of the size and type of the Kimberley Library, which has always had 
an author, title and subject catalogue, could not function satisfacto- 
rily with only an author list of its books. 

The efforts made in this direction are being fully justified by the 
use made of the catalogues. 

Since the inauguration of the free library service the membership 
which under the subscription libraries was approximately 1,900 has 
risen to 6,863. Of these members, 2,837 are under the age of 21. 

A total of 187,910 books were issued up to the 3list July, 1961. 
Of these 70,844 were English fiction, 30,535 Afrikaans fiction, 
43,100 non-fiction, while 43,431 books were issued in the Junior Li- 
braries serving the under 14 age group. The non-fiction issue and 
the number of books issued per person per month are above average and 
indicate that good use is being made of the City’s Libraries.

APPLICATION FOR RECORD BORROWERS: 

A new application form for the borrowing of records must be completed. 
This form, and a dated receipt for the last gramophone needle you 
bought, should be handed in at the library. When both have been 
approved, you will be issued with yellow pockets, and can then start 
borrowing records. 


HOW MANY RECORDS MAY BE BORROWED AT A TIME?: (1) One L.P. (12"), or 
set of L.P.s. (operas etc.); or (ii) one 10" L.P. + one 78 r.p.@. 
record; or (iii) one 10" L.P. + one 45 r.p.m. record; or (iv) two 
45 r.p.m. records; or (v) two 78 r.p.m. records. 


LOAN PERIOD : Records may be borrowed for ............00. days, 
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WHAT ARE THE RULES ABOUT STYLI AND WHAT EQUIPMENT MAY BE USED?: Only 
sapphire or diamond needles may be used. Sapphire needles may not be 
used for longer than 3 months - the age is to be determined from the 
receipt for the needle. Diamond styli should be checked every year. 
Where a diamond needle is used, the letter "D" will be noted on the 
back of the borrower’s pocket, together with the date of the receipt 
for the needle. A three-speed player, preferably with a light-weight 
pick-up head is considered suitable equipment. 


CARE OF EQUIPMENT AND CLEANING: We advise all record borrowers to 
have their gramophone equipment checked from time to time. Make sure 
that the needle pressure is correct, that there is no stiffness in 
the pick-up mounting, that the arm is tracking freely and correctly 
and that the turntable is level. This will ensure that the records 
will be played with the minimum amount of wear and tear. Clean re- 


cords only with the special sponges or cloths sold by most record 
dealers. VELVET cleaning pads must not be used. 


PLAYING AND AUTO-CHANGERS: It is advised not to try to find specific 
parts of a work, such as arias in a complete opera, unless the record 
is marked off in definite bands. This will almost certainly result 
in a scratch on the record, which will be to your own disadvantage. 
When an auto-changer is used, place one record at a time onto the 
turntable by hand. Nothing damages records more easily than letting 
them fall automatically on top of each other by means of the auto- 
changer. Auto-changers are not found on high quality record playing 
equipment, and even the cheapest auto-changers now have a "manual" 
Playing position, which we advise you to use when playing library 
records. 


GROOVE JUMPING AND RECORDS STICKING IN GROOVES: When the needle 
"jumps a groove", the most likely cause of this fault will be that 
the turntable is not quite level. So check your gramophone player 
when this happens. A stiff pick-up arm or faulty auto-changer mecha- 
nism is the usual cause of this fault. We advise you to have it cor- 
rected before you play any more records, as it can cause much damage. 


BEFORE YOU PLAY AN L.P. Make sure: 
(a) That you are using the correct stylus or head, 
(b) That the speed is correct. 
(c) That the pick-up arm is quite free to track the whole disc. 
NEVER use auto-changers when playing sets of L.P. records, such 
as operas, etc. 
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GENERAL HANDLING OF RECORDS: 28) L.P. records are made from a soft 
Dlastic which can easily be marked or scratched. It is in your own 
interest never to touch the playing surface, as finger prints will 
attract grit and dirt which in turn will give rise to surface noise. 
b) When not in use keep the record in the plastic sleeve and the 
outer cover provided with each record. c) WARPING. Heat - damp - un- 
even pressure - careless Storage - exposure to sun on car seats. All 
these cause records to warp. d) Store records in an upright position, 
never flat. 


STYLI: During the playing of a 12" L.P., a stylus travels a distance 
not far short of half a mile. After 50 records have been played the 
stylus will have covered about 40 miles and it will definitely get 
worn. Only sapphire or diamond needles may be used. A diamond sty- 
lus is a good investment as it will play about 3,000 12" record sides,

Will you please rectify this faulty statement in the next 
issue of your journal.

The work 
is made up of an alphabetical author list, a title list, a subject 
list, a list of publishers with their addresses and a chronological 
list. 

In the author lists, the works by a writer are listed alphabetical- 
ly. Here is an example.

This section of the bibliography will help you handle questions 
like 

"I have read Swart Pelgria, what other books has Venter written?" 
"What are Venter’s christian names?" "Who published Die Drosters?" 
"When was F.A. Venter born?" Dates are not given for all authors, 
but they are in quite a number. The number of pages in each work of 
the author is given; this is often useful to indicate whether a work 
is merely a pamphlet. 

The title list needs no elucidation; it answers question such as 
"Who wrote Versluierde motief?" 

The subject list is also self-explanatory, helping one answer 
queries such as "What books are there on psychology written in Afri- 
kaans?" [It also includes a useful list of titles that have been 
translated into Afrikaans, so if you want to know which of Jules 
Verne’s books are available in Afrikaans, Nienaber is your source. 
Like all reference tools, Nienaber becomes more useful in proportion 
to your familiarity with it, so do page through it again, and use it.

Noyce, Chairman of 
both bodies, but also of Mr. Vic 
Pretorius, Secretary of the V.M. 
B. and husband of Mrs. Joan Ppre- 














torius, the very industrious 
librarian. A special tribute was 
paid to Mrs. Mason for organising 
the children’s section and con- 
ducting their reading sessions. 
In the evening there was a show 
of films selected by the library 
committee, supplied by our Ser- 
vice, projected by the staff of 
the Regional Library and attended 
by an appreciative audience num- 
bering more than ninety. A sil- 
ver collection was taken for a 
Group Activities Room which is 
being planned for the future as 
part of a separate and more cen- 
trally situated library building.
